Tha naws of the burning of the Mor-
mon village of more than 100 homes waa
brought to Columbus by Alexander Straut,
who barely escaped with his lifa.

Whether tha Mormons wera murdered
of whather they esvaped to the Carranza
garrison at Casne Grandes s not known,
Straut, who wis on top of 4 lhouse, siw
the Vilia band of 200 galdiers approach-
Ing. leaped to the ground, mounted a
horse and rede awnay s the bandits en-
tared the town on thelr misslon of de-
structinn,

As Straut rode away flames from the
burning bulldings eould be pean for miles

With Straut was o man named Tracy,
who also wax a member of the Mormon
oolnny. Tracy also barely escapod with
hin life. He remained at Columbus to act

According to Straut's atory, the five
male membars of the Talanco familly
wora murdered by Villn bandits while
&t the Corralitoa ranch on Monday, but
the thres Palanco girls wore taken pris-
oners.
